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RUGGLES RAMBLINGS--Part 2...Im last month's HELLO AGAIN, I covered 
8 major faults I find with the average trader and collector of old 
radio shows. Let me elaborate now. DOJBLE-SPEEDING: An equalizer 
helps but there are basic problems: First, most machines are off 
speed at 3 3/4; worn capstans, drive pucks, motrs, springs or gears 
within the machine that may cause "drag" because they ure worn. When 
this machine is turned to 73 the off-spped is now coubled. Hence, 

so many shows around that run fast and/or slow. Another important 
factor are the tape-guides. With so much of today's tape being cut 
down video-tape, many machines do not have their tape guides set to 
the nth degree, and hence, on a fast speed, the tape tends to bounce 
up and down vertically, giving a fading in and out sound, or certeinly 
cross-talk. We must remember the „ctual head sbze is the same of a 
track machine as it is on a 2-track, so you can imagaine how much 
more critical the clearance allowance between tracks of the 4-tracx 
than on the 2-track. Many problems would be eliminated if more col- 
lectors collected only #-track tapes. The sound is definitely more 
superior. Cassette tape is too thin to even consider, Another problem 
that comes when double-sveeding is that the collector is not listen- 
ing to the program. That is how we get clipped intorductions, and many 
shows with gaps in them or endings cut off before the network cue is 
given. Even though your copy was taken from two transcriptions with 

a 15 or 30 second gap between part 1 and part 2, there is no need... 
to pass it along to another trader. But if you are doublé-speeding © 
the gap goes by so fast you don't notice it....always use tne output 
jaek.on your machine (or monitor) but never the speaker jack. Read 

the manual that came with your recorder. Finally, as to the cue cards. 
I am feferring to „card or piece of paper that should contain the ‘fol- 
lowing information, and should be enclosed with each reel you are 
sending put: 1. Your name, the tracking of the tape (Z-track, etc), 
and the date the tape was mailed 2. List each show on each side, giv- 
ing title of show, date and/or episode number, and the catalog num- 
ber of your own so the person you [we sending it to can easily locate 
it in yonr catalog and can cross it off or make a notation that he 

has received the show from you.,.Recently uncovered a big pile of 
radio transcriptions? Just a reminder that they cannot be done on 
home equipment. Why ruin a new show going into circulation for hun- 
dreds‘ of fellow collectors. Get it transcribed properly on radio 
station Equipment. I know several collectors who have this equipment 
and will do the dubbing for you at no charge. Just drop me a line and 
I will pass along the name and address....That's it for this month.
